Anti-War Delegates Hear Chinese Views: Lord 
Marley Tells of Stealthy Gathering 


How delegates from the World 
Committee Against War succeeded, 
despite the official ban, in holding 
en Saturday at an’ undisclosed

Assembled By Dark 

So that the presence of Euro- 
peans should not-attract attention, 
the foreign delegates proceeded to 
the meeting place by dark the night 
Detore the conference, arriving one 
at a time, he. himself proceeding 
here by a cireuitous route, con:

Mlicit Traffic Shows No Signs 
of Decrease 
ePROLAL TO THE “Nac. ERALD." 


As xeports from Geneva suggest 
‘that there is some lack of know- 
ledge regarding efforts made in the 
Foreign Concessions to deal with 
the traffic in opium and other prac- 
tices, it_may be desirable to set 
‘out briefly the measures which are 
enforced by the Municipal Police of 
‘the International Settlement.

Little Improvement Shown

The opium sold in Shanghai comes 
from Yunnan and Szechuen, smug- 
gled down in unlimited quantities by 
river steamers.

Settlement and smuggled throug!

Indian opium was not obtainable 
in the Settlement and foreign opium

Police Difficulties 


‘The Municipal Police experience 
difficulties in suppressing opium 
smuggling, chiefly gn account of the 
peculiarity’ of the Settlement boun- 
daries and the existence of four (in- 
cluding the River Police) different 
police administrative areas, which 
form an area distinet in itself 
no natural boundaries between 
‘component. parts. 

fare in some cases merely street 
and sometimes pass through the i 
teriors of houses.

‘each other, under the circumstances 
full co-operation is impossible be- 
cause of fundamental difference 
ideas of police administration, 
activities of the Municipal Police 
pear to have had the effect of mi 
ing the trade in the Settlement more 
and more difficult. 

Finally it should be said that the 
illicit traffic in opium shows no signs 
of diminution, and consequently the 
efforts of the Narcotic Section of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police have to 
be maintained at full pressure.

City Government Explains 
Viewpoint 


A further statement on the ques- 
tion of factory inspection was made 
by'a spokesman of the City Govern- 
ment of Greater Shanghai in an 
interview with members of the presn| 
‘on Tuesday, September 26. 


Owing to bad equipment and mi 
management of factories, the Chi- 
nese spokesman stated, many tragic 
incidents had occurred in the Chi- 
nese factories in Shanghai, causing 
the death of a number of ‘workers, 
and in order to guarantee the secur- 
ity of labourers and improve thelr’ 
condition, the question of factory in- 
spection ‘required prompt attention.

Sir John Simon has not entire- 
ly adopted the Curtis plan. Still 
if he has not been able to ad 
His Majesty to send a Cromer 
to the British Legation at 
Peking, he has at least prompted 
the translation of the present 
occupant of the Legation to 
Cairo where Cromer made hi 
name. Some British Ministers 
to China have had interesting 
careers after leaving this coun- 
try but not one of them, hitherto, 
has been appointed High Com- 
missioner in Egypt—one of the 
So-called “*pro-consular” posts of 
the British administration. Sir 
Miles Lampson is the fourt 
British Minister, if the gre: 
of them all, Sir Robert Hart, who 
never took up the appointment 
be left out of account. Sir 
Robert's monument is not in the 
Legation at Peking but up the 
rivers, on the coasts and in the 
ports of China wherever the 
Customs and the,Post Offices 
function. The long line behind 
Sir Miles is sufficiently interest 
ing. ‘The first, according to the 
official record, was Sir James 
Bowring, one of the three 

reatest linguists in the world of

His successor, James Bruce 8th 
Earl of Elgin and Ist Baron 
inin the United Kingdom, 
was no less experienced. At 
Eton with Dalhous 
Canning whom he 
siteceeded at Calcutta, he came 
to China in 1857 after having 
governed Jamaica and success- 
fully initiated the policy of 
his father-in-law the Earl of 
Durham in five years of govern- 
ing Canada. On his way to 
China he had to detach the 
troops accompanying him to 
reinforce the hard-pressed garri- 
gon dealing with the Mutiny in 
India. Nevertheless Lord Elgin 
managed to negotiate the 
Treaty of Tientsin in 1858 and 
to secure its ratification in 1860 
when, he took the opportunity to 
introduce his brother and suces- 
sor, Sir Frederick Bruce to the 
Emperor, ‘The scene is worth 
recalling for the sake of the 
names of some present, ‘There 
was Colonel (afterwards Field- 
Marshal Viscount) Wolseley— 
with the honours of his gallantry 
at Lucknow fresh upon bim— 
then D.A.Q.M.G. to Sir Hope 
Grant, ‘The arrangement of the

Alcock’s name looms large in the 
history of Shanghai as the 
Feetham Report shows. But his 
heart was really with Japan and 
he was one of the first to awaken 
interest in Japanese art among 
his own countrymen. He died in 
1897, and Lady Alcock in 1899. 

Sir Thomas Wade, like Alcock, 
started with the fighting ser- 
vices but not as a doctor. ‘The 
gon of an officer of the ‘Black 
Watch, he entered the Army in 
the year after Queen Victoria 
Jeame to the throne. He served 
with the 42nd Highlanders | in 
the Ionian Islands but in 1841 
he exchanged into the 98th Kegi: 
ment—his second exchange—in 
order to go to Hongkong. He 
‘was appointed interpreter to the 
‘Supreme Court and thus left the 
Army in” 1848, having added 
Cantonese to his store of lan- 
guages which already included 
Italian and Greek. His services 
during the negotiations of the 
Treaty of Tientsin gained for 
him official approval. On retire- 
ment in 1883 when ‘the K.C.B. 
came to him, he was made the 
first Professor of Chinese at 
‘Cambridge University. He died 
Jat Cambridge in 1896. Perhaps 
the most dramatic experience 
Wade's career—he is _alwa; 
supposed to have thought it so— 
was his withdrawal from Peking 
in face of the Imperial Gover 
ment’s obduracy over the claim 
from Great Britain for saticfac- 
tion in the case of the murder of 
A.R. Margary (to whom a me- 
morial stands in the Public Ga 
dens on the Bund in Shanghi 
‘The withdrawal was soon can- 
celled. The Marquis Li Hung- 
chang met the British Minister 
at Chefoo and there a conven- 
tion was duly signed enabling 
Wade, among other things, to re- 
turn to his post.
